Most people believe that the studios, where the
artists act or records are played, are the most vital
part of a radio etation, But it is not so. The most

important part is the plant, or the place where the
antena or the transmissors are located, . Almost all

- small radio stations have the plant and the studieos
together, and employ horizontal antenas, which are
easily noted on top of roofs, supported by two masts.

To interfey with the operation of one of these mixed -
radio stations (studio and ‘plant together), the easiept
~action is to over-throw the antena, either by pulling
out the masts, or by unhanging the antena at one end
